Major Danenhower, of the Fredonla,
Was the Complainant, and Said the
Prisoner Had Victimized Dim Oat
ot a Hoard Hill Interesting Story
of 11 In Escape and Capture.

Joseph Kirby, who was consul at Rio
Janeiro for three years by appointment of
President Harrison upon the advice of tho
late James G.Blaine, appearedat the bar at
the police court yesterday on a charge ot
vagrancy. At the same moment Major
Washington Danenhower ,ot the rredonla,
stepped into the witness stand. Judga
Kimball was on the bench.

Mr. Danenhower told a very simple story
of. the ways of the hotel beat.but Mr.Klrby
said ho fully Intended to return and pay
bu t bis remitt ances did not come as be had a
right to expect, and he got W drinking and
squandered Ills money.

Judge Kimball continued the case for
further hearing and the authorities at
Rockvilie, Md may secure a requisition for
Kirby.

Mr. Danenhower said Uiat Kirby cam
to bis house ou August 11 last with a paste-
board box that looked like it contained
clothing or other valuables. lie remained
nine days without paying anything atH
then disappeared, owing S2C.S0.

Kirby had told bim whcnaEked about his
bill that he had deposited some checks or
drafts in the Metropolitan Bank and would
have money in a few days. On the. day
after Kirby left Mr. Danenhower received a
card from him saying be would be back in
a day or two and settle.

He heard nothing of his guest till he wai
at Rockvilie on Saturday. He was at th
table of the hotel when be noticed Kirby
at dinner at another table near. He went
to him and asked about the debt and then
went to the hotel clerk to ask about tea
man. The clerk said Kirby had been there
about two weeks and had not paid his buL

CHASED BY THE OFFICER.
Mr. Danenhower then told his ex-

perience and the two started out to get an
officer. Meanwhile Kirby got up from
the table, mounted a bicycle and rode
rapidly dow n the street. Before Mr. Danen-
hower could get a warrant Kirby had dlsap.
peared. The Rockvilie oHiccr gave chasa
and caught Kirby Just inside the line.

Ho brought him to Washington and turned
him over to Mounted Policeman Yctton.of
the Eighth precinct Kirby had registered
at the Fredonla as H. C. Grigsby and at
Rockvilie as J. G. Kirby. Kirby bad stated
this morning, said Mr. Danenhower, that
II. C. Grigsby was bis brother-in-law'- s name
and had admitted that thedrafts In the Met-
ropolitan Bank were mythical.

There was no other testimony against
Kirby, but Mr. Danenhower caid he had-- a

telegram from Rockvilie this mornlcff
showing that he was wanted there.

Mr Kirby had no counsel, but took the
stand in his own behalf. He said he bad
very foolishly registered at the Fredonla
under bis brother-in-law- 's name. He had
done so because be wanted to escape shamo
at having squandered money.

He had been for thirty years a resident
of Washington and had never before been
in court on any charge.

In answer to questions frcm Judge Kim-
ball be said he was at ore time in the
telegraph room at the Senate at.d had been
employed here in other capacities. He
lived several years ago at No 23 Seventh
street northeast, and been here till about
1SS9, when he went to South America as
consul.

.After remaining there three years ha
returned to Washington, and after a shcrt
stay, went to Mexico, where he had business
relations, from which he expected to re-

ceive money to pay his bills. He offered to
show Judge Kimball letters with contracts,
substantiating bis statement. When asked
about places In the vicinity of Seventh and
East Capitol streets be showed familiarity
with the locality as It was several yean
ago.

FELL IN WITH FRIENDS.
He explained his trip to Rockvilie by say-

ing that he had gone over to Arlington on
his wheel on the day he left here, and fell
lu with some friends on the way. At
